Peters, who figured as a representative 
aud judge in the period ot the Revo- 
lution and whose home \vas frequently 
visited by Washington, Lafayette, Jef- 
ferson and Franklin. 
This is only one 


of the historic mansions. 
Among the 


others is "Mt. Pleasant," on the oppo- : 
site or eastern side of the river, which 
was once the home of Beuedict Arnold. 
Strawberry Mansion, also on the east- 
era side aud farther up, rests upon a 
bluff, high above the river aud is sur- 
rounded by lawns, groves and a pretty 
ravine. 
One cf the delightful features 


of Belmont and Strawberry Mansions, 
aud in fact of tha river drive along 
the left bank to Wissuhickon creek, is 
the abundance of spring water. Great 
care has been taken to provide the 
spring with pipes, basins and cups so 
that the people can quench their thirst 
at the spring or carry water away in 
pails. 
Tbe water from ttiese rocks is 


unsurpassed, being clear, cold aud 
abundant. 


In the way of statues the Lincoln 


monument of brooze is pre-eminent. 
This is located at Lemon Hill in the 
east park, near the Green street en- 
trance. Not far distant is a statue of 
Morton McMichael, one of the Mayors 
of which Philadelphia is still proud, 
and still further north, near the eastern 
eud of the Giraid avenue bridge, is 
the equestrian statue of Joan of Arc. 
Near Memorial Hall are busts of 
Goethe, Schiller aud Meade.

doubtedly the place for the new Wash- 
ington monument is the Park -and in 
time it is hoped that the generous 
donors will so regard it.

A second trial 
at iho verse, however, not only failed to 
Improve it, but arranged it in such 
foiui that it is difficult tobolievo Long 
fellow guilty of tho fault. Tho last two 
lin. s of tho verso were made to road: 


A youth vho boro a pearl of price, 
A l)ui>nur with tlio fctr^iiKo iluvloo. 


There arc not many, even among the 


niagaziiin poets of today, who would 
consent to refer to a banner as "a pearl 
of price. " But tho poet had by this time 
tin < o lines to his liking, and tho snbsti- 
tut ion of "a youth who boro 'mid snow

\)ci n road and spoken throughout the 
length and. breadth of tho land, all of 
which goes to show that tho genius of 
the poet is in tho conception, and that 
thi production of tho poem, being quite 
another matter, lies solely in tho dirpp- 
ticri of patient labor.

I like the old fashioned word. And 


when I havo been alone with her I have 
often wanted to say, "My dear, do be 
an an, 'ell" But she has no heart. II she 
wore 10 marry a foreigner and go abroad 
to live, she would leave us all without 
a moment's regret. So her friends are 
vexed with her want of feeling and 
warn tbo world against her. 


And this is what seems to mo unjust. 
Take this girl as eho is. Whether it 


Is her nature or not, sho novor refuses 
tho challenge to bo agreeable; whatevci 
her ovu plans and likings are, Eho never 
botray-i impatience when they are 
crossed Her companion may bo plain, 
awkward and tiresome, but her eye and 
her gtiy little joko aro never dulled for 
that reason.^In flno, she may be tha in- 
carnation of the light which shines, but 
does not warm, yot while she keeps a 
whole circle iu good humor by her wit, 
as sho does, it i.s a poor return io gird 
at her. 


Again, and speaking now of a widely 


different typo, I can call to mind older 
women, often only the survivors of a 
more j igid era — exact,, .severe, stern, un- 
bending and ruling their households 
with a rod of iron. How little this gen- 
eration understands them! How little 
merit ,t allows to tho implicit faith in 
duty, tho untiring devotion tawork, the 
almost fanatic hatred of waste and self 
indulgouco and tho Spartan maxims of 
life in which they wore brought up and 
which they still observe.

now, diversified and exacting society. 


I ho.ir young girls saying that their 


grandmothers or aunts, or what you 
please, don't understand them, and 
really [ think that many older people 
than theso schoolgirls niake«jnst the 
same .ibsurd complaint. I can appeal 
with safety to every ono. Who has not 
known ono of theso samo stern women 
almost bring tho dead to life by her 
power)- of nursing, or confront single 
haudoc" and maintain her family on a 
beggar's pittance, or savo a falling 
household by simple economy and hard 
work? I 
tilings are admitted, but that is just the 
point — they aro not. If they were, the 
cry of "110 feelings" would never bo 
raised, out of very shame. 


I ku 3W an old lady who, has had the 


misfortune to live a long life and to see 
a,ll her descendants grow up unable to 
"understand" her. Sho is of the old, 
unsparing sort, and they, artistic, orig- 
inal, clover, modern people, havo no 
placo for her either in their theories or 
their interests. With thoso Jje^ ppfeions 
can so: rcely bo wpeoted to. agree either, 
yet th( ccjinpiaiii& como-not from Jjer, 
but from thorn. They aro not eompTaiuts 
in words. 4'hey are complaints cvstal- 
lizod into entire disregard for the old 
school, which doeg n.o,t, as it .cannot, 
whollv sympathize with them. It seems 
to take an outsider, like myself, to see 
what I do see — that without this erect, 
white haired ancestress, who is appar- 
ently 6>) poparato from them all-, wives 
and husbands both would havo to teach 
themselves tho fortitude which shecorn- 
muuioi.tos merely by her 
presence. 


Their households would bo dragging on 
without the strong axles, so to speak, 
which ->he put in almost unnoticed for 
each newly married couple, and the 
whole ."amily, nervy hold, together in an 
Unusual vigor, would' soon fall apart 
and bo dispersed. 


I believe there must be many such 


oases. I have tho deepest respect for 
these siroiig, unbending characters who 
do not oonceal their utter intolerance of 
our self centered modern methods. —

Changing Colon of Glass.

The green glass 
panes in the conservatories at Kev* 
gradually change through shades of yel- 
}ow to n purplish hue under the action 
of lig'it.'

Bluish rubies turn green and on cooling 
regain their original tint. The blue 
sapphire turns white, and the yellow 
oorunclyun crystal becomes green.

THE ORIGIN OF MAN. 


Ancient Beliefs That Troe»*n"ere the An- 


cestors of the Human Bace, 


The descent of the human race from 


some prjticular species of tree is one of 
the oldest myths that can be found run- 
ning through the folk stories of ovety 
nation, 
In Virgil we find reference 


to the race of "men who took their birth 
from trunks of trees, "and among some 
of the early commentators on that 
statement wo even find speculations as, 
to the particular species of tree forom 
which the race sprung, The very earliest 
Egyptians as. weil as those who lived 
under later dynasties had a legend of 
$ha *'treo of life,"and many of the 
loading investigators, both ancient and 
modern, have expressed the opinion 
that from Egypt came the Biblical story 
of the ' 'tree of knowledge of good and 
evil" which graced tho original garden 
mado by the All Wise for our first pat- 
ents. 


Professor Thistelton (see his "Folk 


Lore of Plants") believes that the Scrip- 
tural narrative cited Is a survival of tho 
belief in the "tree descent of man," 
and that the abiding faith of mankind; 
in the tradition again crops out in Bev-i 
elation, where the "tree of life" 
plays as important a part as that of the 
famous tree mentioned in the first book 
o{ tba Bible. Tho natives of Madagascar 
have a tradition which is believed anal 
perpetuated among them to the effect 
that the first man was born alive from 
a tree, and that he immediately set 
about making himself "a helpmeet," 
fashioning her from a knotted limb by 
the aid of a mussel shell carving knife. 


Marsden's "History of Sumatra" tells 


us that the people of the Philippine is- 
lands also have the tree descent legend 
among them, and King, in his "Life 
Among the Bushmen of Australia," 
says that the people there habitually 
live among the trees, because^ "^hey arp 
taught from infanpy fhat their early 
anoestora"were"<reea' endowed with the 
faculty of speaking and moving about 
from place to place."—St. Louia Re-

SCENES IN NAPLES. 


Borne of the Incidents of tho Street I.lfe o1 


tho Neapolitans. 


The commonest people of Naples sel- 


dom buy anything from tho stores 01 
shops, bu: patronize peddlers and street 
hawkers almost exclusively. At the port- 
able kitchen booths a bill of fare is of- 
fered to the hungry wayfarer that is 
laughingly reasonable in price and 
varied in kind. Besides tho ever present 
macaroni the principal articles of food 
aro the frntti di mare, -"sea fruits," in- 
cluding n rassels, polypi and sea spiders, 
all regarded as most tempting delicacies 
oy rno ever hungry lazzaromo. 


Then there are roasted fishes of all 


kinds, maize ' dumplings, so called 
Epighe, 'and finally the national meat 
food, callud braccinole, which is really a 
dumpling or cake4 made of lamb meat 
and lord. Snail soup is another delicacy 
as well on cheese with bacon (la pizza). 
Like all southerners, the Neapolitans 
show a marked fondness for sweets of 
all kinds, and they would be quite lost 
•without their portion of struffoli, 
rathor tough caka made principally of 
honey. Then nothing appeals to the laz- 
zaroni appetite so insidiously as the fa- 
mous Easter cake of Cassatello, which 
is sprinkled most temptingly with fluid 
pork fat, and in which whole eggs are 
baked,, shell and c.11, a questionable 
dainty to uneducated palates. 


The luzzaroni women are seldom 


beautiful and generally not even pretty. 
They oro usually poorly built, with 
swarthy complexions and irregular fea- 
tures. Now and then one finds a lustrous 
pair 01 eyes or giuai/ Uoouij-, imt roro 
The Neapolitan women are not to .be 
compared with thoJwomea of the coun- 
try as seen in Rome and in the Cam- 
pagna, vhose trim figures, graceful 
movements and frequently charmingly 
fascinating faces so often greet the eye 
of the traveler. Their fullness of form, 
proud be: aing and fine profiles are all 
conspicuously absent in the wives of the 
lazzaroui
